CHARLES DICKENS —

From earliest child- 
hood Charles Dickens 
had a deep conviction 
that he was destined 
for greatness. What 
form that greatness 
would take was not 
manifested for many 
years, but he never for 
@ mon ent doubted his 
destiny . 

Che ‘les Dickens was 
the son of John Dickens, 

: @ government em- 
ployee whose income and bills never came out 
even, When his creditors finally caught up with 
him and he was thrown into debtors’ prison, 
young Charles was so deeply impressed shot he 

_ vowed to attain freedom from poverty and debt. 
__ At ths low ebb in the family fortunes he was put 
to work wrapping pots in a blacking factory. 
did his work with amazing expert- 


_ touch. At last one of his stories was printed, and 

» launched on the career that was to justify 
his premonition of greatness. Then came the 
PICKWICK PAPERS which caught the public 
fancy immediately. OLIVER TWIST came next, 

, based on the sights ond characters Dickens had 

' seen in his wanderings os o reporter. 

_ During these early successes Dickens had 

perearried Miss Catherine Hogarth, and his fomily 


rapidly increased till there were nine children in 
all, Hs fortunes had also increased, and he 
moved from one house to another, each a little 
grander than the last. 

Dickens’ popularity grew. He was as well 
known in America as at home. He finally crossed 
the Atlantic and wds greeted with characteristic 
American enthusiasm. However, to young Dickens 
the people in America appeared to be a crude, 
boisterous lo, who chewed tobacco, kept slaves, 
and had no <espect for international copyrights. 
He had no hesitancy in expressing his views and 
on his return to Eng- 
land wrote scathing re- 

orts of America in 
MARTIN CHUZZLE- 
WIT and AMERICAN 
NOTES. 

DAVID COPPER- 
FIELD was os nearly 
on autobiography as 
Dickens ever wrote. In 
it he immortalized his 
father in the person of 


_ Mr. Micawber and him: 


self as David. 

Bent on accumulat- 
ing as much money os 
possible to avoid the ° 
spectre of poverty that had stalked his jouth, 
Dickens orci on a successful and highly _ 
profitable tour of readings from his works. A 
very tempting offer from America lured him 
across the Atlantic again. The Americans re- 
ceived him with unprecedented acclaim. Forgot- eG 
ten were the cruel things he had said of them. 
He repudiated these things at a banquet ten- 
dered him by the press ot Delmonico’s in New 
York, and made an eloquent plea for friend- 
ship and understanding between the two English- 
speaking nations. 

Shortly after his return to England Charles 
Dickens, his destiny fulfilled, died, leaving be- 
hind him the immortal characters he had created. _ 
Little Dorrit, Oliver Twist, Barnaby Rudge, and 
cc host of others are an enduring monument to his 
greatness,
